KONO'S VANDA SANDERIANA HYBRIDS 


While most of my Vanda hybrids are listed elsewhere, the following, which came from 
Hawaii in flasks, are so choice and so scarce 1 decided to include them only in 
this group of high priced yellow, Sle and Potinara hybrids. (Read Pages Q and V.) 


#164-V VANDA SANDERIANA, KONO'S #3, FCC X V. SANDERIANA, KONO'S #15, AM - Some 

one discovered that when two fine Sanderianas were crossed, the resulting seedlings 
develop faster than when one prize-winner was "selfed". When Kono has a "kiki" from 
one of his prize winning Sanderianas, it sells for $1,000 and UP. Need I say more? 


#168-V V. SANDERIANA, KONO'S #15, AM X V. SANDERIANA, KONO'S #7, FCC - I'm not 
sure why, but this seems to be the sturdier of the two crosses. Probably because 
#15 carried the pod. The offspring will not be identical, but both should produce 
top guality Sanderianas in the prize winning class. 


#172-V V. ROTHSCHILDIANA (V. Sanderiana, Kono's #7, FCC X V. Coerulea, India) - 
If you've ever seen any of the saucer-size Koyal Blue Rothschildianas Kono has dis- 
played in the various Orchid Shows, you need no sales talk for investing in this?
